Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 



The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the group" in line 3. There is insufficient 

antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1, 2 & 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kangsanaraks (228) in view of Hesse et al. (128) . 



Kangsanaraks discloses a Card Game. 
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Regarding claim 1 

Kangsanaraks teaches providing a deck of cards with assigned values, 
players placing wagers on game outcome only before game play, adding point 
values, hitting a third card if desired resolving and completing play (see claim 1 & 
abstract). Kangsanaraks fail to teach the players card being dealt face up. 

Hesse discloses a Casino Card game. His game teaches players being 
dealt their initial hand of cards face up (see abstract). It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the game of Kangsanaraks to deal the initial hand face-up to remove the 
element of mystery from game play. 

Regarding claim 2 

Kangsanaraks teaches no more than three cards in game play (see 
abstract). 

Regarding claim 4 

Kangsanaraks teaches a special payout for a three of a kind nine point 
hand (see claim 6). 
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Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kangsanaraks in view of Hesse as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of 
Stromer. 

Regarding claims 5 -7 

Kangsanaraks in view of Hesse fail to explicitly teach the splitting of hands and 
associated method of play. Stromer discloses a Card Game And Apparatus. Stromer 
teaches the splitting of hands and associated method of play (col. 3, lines 1-15). It 
would have been obvious in view of Stromer to include the splitting of hands to 
Kangsanaraks' game to add variety for the players. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 3, 8-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 12-21 are allowed. Examiner's reasons for allowance will be held in 
abeyance pending the response of this office action.
